The complotion of the line will
bo an ovent of paramount importancs Lo
southwestern Dukota. No portion of tha
northwestis moro vichly endowel by nu-
ture,  Morsisty milessouth of Rapid City
and  extending st along  the
variows creoks which em ity
into  tho  Choyenne  and  While
rivers  are the  bestand  most  pro-
lifie lunds in that geeak extent of country
which gteetches from the Missouri to the
Wyoming line. Wheat and pay
kounteons returns to the agvienlturist,
while vast ranges sheltered by tho foot-
kilts and waterad by numerons springs
and  rivalets, furnish  amplo  feeding
grounds for thonsanda of eattlo. Dis-
tanee from the markets nud tho exponses
of long fraight hauls linve beon teeriblo
handicaps in the past, which will he at
once removed by the whistle of the en-
gine.
